The commission Inoculated calves 


not with matter taken directly from 
human victims, but with 
cultures 


made therefrom. 
The experimenta- 


tion covered thlrty-nlno separate cul- 
tures, twenty-three from adults and 
sixteen from children. 
The results 


were that nineteen calves subcutan- 
eously treated did not 
show 
the 


slightest effect, nine showed after 
four months the slightest changes' 
of condition, and seven showed moro 
marked symptoms, but the propoga- 
tlon of tuberculosis In tho body did 
not occur. 
On tho other hand, four 


Inoculations from tuberculosis chil- 
dren Infected i-alves with a disease 
which resembled a weak typo of ani- 
mal consumption, and two of this 
number died of tuberculosis.

Drive Negroes From Town. 


Sour Lake, Tex., July 10.—Word 


reached here that a brakeman, Bud 
Thompson, had been shot and fatally 
wounded by a negro at Nome Junc- 
tion. Thompson's condition Is report, 
od critical. 


Indignation was expressed, and In 


a few minutes notices were posted In 
twenty-five 
or 
thirty 
conspicuous 


places about town. They read: 


"Nigger, don't let the sun go down 


on you In Sour Uiko to-night." 


Many negroes hastily left the city. 


Over fifty loft for Houston and Beau- 
mont. 
Many walked out of town. 


Two camps of negroes, one In the 


"Shoe String" district of the oil field, 
and tho other composed of construc- 
tion forces of the Southern Pacific, 
were raided by a mob of 500 men. The 
blacks fled precipitately. 
About 100 


shots were fired. It Is not known 
whether any 
of 
the negroes were 


killed or wounded, as the shooting 
was In tho darkness.

It so happens that for most of the 


city officers the larger number of the 
votes lost at this election did no par- 
ticular harm, as only In two olllces 
was there a close volt—alderman in 
the Second and Fifth wards. 


Possible Difficulties 
It will be readily 
seen, however, 


that had there been a close vote and 
so many votes for each of the olllcerij 
unaccounted for there 
might von 


properly have been a demand for re- 
counts and a situation 
might have 


been met with such as existed In Chi 
cago. after the city election last May 
at which time a close vote for one 
office and a dispute over some ques- 
tionable ballots 
resulted 
In a re- 


canvass of the entire 
returns, at a 


cost of $13.000. 
Or such, perhaps, as existed at Ha- 


clne at the election of last November 
when a tie vote was declared for the 
office of a member of Assembly, al- 
though there were 174 
votes 
that 


were not counted for any candidate, 
for that ofllce. 
At at special election 


which was held for that office, at a 
cost of $1.100, one of the candidates 
was elected by over ICO votes which 
shows pretty conclusively that If ev- 
ery voter who Intended 
to vote for 


some candidate for 
Member of As- 


sembly at the first election, had been 
able to do so without spoiling his bal- 
Jot 
and had his vote counted, 
a 


.second election would probably not 
have been necessary. 


How It Occurred 
As to how so many votes were lost 


for the oinces in the city election 
here it Is impossible to say positive- 
ly the ballots having been destroyed. 
It is possible that a good many vot- 
ers. In attempting to vote a "straight 
tlcfctt" made the cross 
under 
the 


first name In the party columns in- 
stead of over It. which was of course 
counted as a vote for that olllce only 
leaving all the other names on tno 
ticket blank. Regarding the number 
of votes lost for all the otllces. the 
most reasonable explanation is that 
some voters did not make any marks 
on their ballots at all. and that oth- 
ers spoiled tne ballot in attempting 
to "split" their tickets.

normal

•which for some time was yearly pro- 
duced before the Transvaal war closed 
ed 'the Kami mines. 
The Rand pro- 


duct for June 
showed a large in- 


crease over May, and the production 
in tho first six months of this year 
indicates .that the output 
for 
the 


whole year will aggregate about $5U, 
000.000. 
The latest statistics avail- 


able for tho world's gold production, 
are those of the calendar year ItiOl, 
when the claim of the gold product 
was $263,000.000. 
This Included J'J. 


000.000 produced In South Africa. So 
far as known, the gold production 
outside of the Transvaal mines tins 
continued at about the same rate as 
tnat of 1901. so that the world's pro- 
duction in 1903 should be that of 1901 
plus, the Increase in the Transvaal 
yield. 
Those who 
are keeping a 


close watch upon this 'matter estlm- 
ate''that the output of tne new gold 
this year will exceed $300.000.000. 


There Is no reason to believe that 


there will be any material reduction 
In the world's gold product for some 
time! Tho output of the Rand mines 
should 
Increase rather 
than 
de- 
crease, and the enterprise of man is 
constantly • at 
work to open new 


sources of supply. 
There seems to 


be cause to believe that the future 
gold mines of the largest production 
will be found far Inside* of the Arc- 
tic circle. 
Difficult as It Is to pene 


trate those frozen regions, and more 
difficult yet to construct lines of tran- 


• sportatlon there, yet 
no difficulties 


are too great and no obstacles too 
high to stop the courage and enter 
prise of men in search of gold. 


The Importance, of the large pro 


ductlon of gold Is seen when It Is re- 
alized that all of the great nations 
of the globe are now on a gold basis. 
The more gold there is, the less will 
bo the talk about free gllver, 
Tne 


great output of gold In the last ten 
years has Indeed operated dlststrous- 
ly to the silver 'cause to which Wil- 
liam J. llryan pinned his hopo 
ot 


reaching the presidency. 
In 
this 


connection. It is significant that Dr. 
E. Benjamin Andrews, who resigned 
as president ot the Brown university 
because of his advocacy of free sli- 
ver in • 1S92, now acknowledges his 
error on the plea that he was misled 
as to the output of gold. 
Ho ad- 


mits that that was an 
astounding 


mistake, and'says that the enormous 
production of gold since 1890 has not 
only checked the fall of prices which 
had been going on since 1873, when 
the sliver was demonetized, but has 
caused a considerable rise In value. 


Whatever may be thought of 
Dr. 


' Andrews' reason for the error Into 


which he was led, his recantation or 
the free silver heresy is significant ot 
the great change In opinion that has 
taken place, and is an assurance for 
the future that 
there will be no 


turning aside from tho gold standard. 
It may be said, 
however, that Dr. 


Andrews' error was not so much one 
of a misconception of the world's out 
put of gold as It was an unaccount- 
able moral defect. 
The proposition
